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A BUREAUCRATIC ROW.

That the war befween the staff amd
line of the United States navy has as-
sumed radical and righteous dimensions,
is proven by the direct refusal of Rear
Admiral Brownson, of the Bureau of
Navigation, to obey the order of Presi-
dent Roosevelt to transmit his order as-
signing a naval surgeon to the absolute
command of a hospital ship of the
wvavy, and his prompt resignation from
the service, after half a century of le-
voled employment in that arm of the
public defense,

It ie eaid that the President himself
is plainly partial to the claims of the
line officers (the fighting and navigating
officers, as contro-distinguished from
the paymasters, engineers, physicians
and other bercaucratic officers) and
that the order iwas sent to the touchy
oll war-dog, Brownson, with a view of
precipitating the climax that will, in
turn, precipitate an entire revolution
and re-adjustment of the two branches.

With due respect to all coneerned we
hope the issue of the present uproar
will ngain accentuate the pre-eminence
of the fighting arm of the naval service
just as all similay Jisturbances have in
the past since nothing must be permit-
ted ever to wonken, lessen, or cripple
that potent phase of the national de-
fense; we want no Frenel disorders in
sither our navy nor army; no disgmce-
ful seandals, nor unseemly rows.

Executors of English Estate Sue Trus-
tees of Estate of American Lady,
Claming That Money Was Borrowed
and Never Repaid.

NHW YORK, Dee. A suit of in-
tomational intorest and involving the
raies of porsons promdnent on both
sides of the Atlantic is in the hands of
the supreme court justices for Jdevision,
It is toe sult of Reov, Percy E. Bateman
and Frederick W, Newton, of England,
as oxecntors of the estate of Thomas
Comnock Elliott, an Englishman, aguinst

to moover about 280,000 claimel to be
owing the Elliott estate by Mrs. Hunt.
Julgment has already  been  obtained
agndnst Mes Hunt in England, but the
discovery that her estate had for a long
thme boen in the hands of trustecs was
not made known until after that judg
ment was rendensl.

The auit is bassd upon the olaim thal
Mra, Hunt borrowed £40.000 from Mre.
Elliott. thypough Cartmell Harvison, o
Lomdon barrister, who committed wni-
chds after going  through bankruptey
proceedings  which involved #2,500,000,
It is saild that Mms, Hunt signed a
mortgage whichl was also wigned ‘I‘.'
three of her children. The defense is
that Mrs. Hunt Jid not receive the
money, or at least not all of ity and
that she nad no right to morigage the
ostate in which she held only a little
interest wiith right to will it to her
children in such proportions as  she
chose,

The trust was made by Mra Hunt,
they Miss Benkand, in 1872, several
yvears before her wmarriage to Percy
Hunt, of London, who died some year
lnter, The property was lefl to Mrs. Hunt
by her grandfather, Hemry Robinson,
and her brother, John Philip Benkard.
